Their propaganda Is amazing in it* 
extent lf not in Its strength. 
They 
have speakers and preachers and nils 
armaries and printing presses, 
iiav 
tug ait exaggerated Idea of what should 
be accomplished, these seers of visions 
press their purpose IO hours of every 
working day and, despite all that is 
presented to them in positive proof 
of the utter impossibility of the ac­ 
complishment of what they seek, they 
continue their course.

There is another group in tin* com­ 
munity which may tx; called Hie Iii 
different group.
